Protocol makes it diffieult for the Sacramente State Cal- 
lege to take on the State division of fish and game; each is a 
state agency and the state frowns on its separate divisions 


battling with each other. So, it will be up to the community 
to inveigh against an encroachment by the fish and game 


division on the State College campus. Fish and game wants 
7 to 10 acres. It has money to build a structure, but the 
legislature stipulated it must be built on land now owned by 
the state. 

The State College has already granted seven and a half 


acres of land to the City of Sacramento for a filtration plant. | 


It needs all the land on the campus for growth and expen- 
sion. There ought to be a football stadium, a parade ground 
for ROTC, site for a chapel, provision for a president’s home, 
and there is the unquestioned fact that secondary colleges 


in America by 1960 to 1965 will have to accommodate more | 


than double the number of enrollments they now have. 

We hope the state does not insist on locating fish and 
game on the State College campus. It is cheaper and more 
efficient to run one large college than two small ones. Sacra- 


mento State is away to a good start.
